the District’s administrative and general expenses until 
the commencement of operations of the System, and, 
thereafter, until the entire System is in operation, for 
a portion of such expenses. It is anticipated that, 
upon completion of construction of the entire System 
as presently planned, all or most of the District’s ad- 
ministrative and general expenses will be paid from 
revenues. 

Estimated administrative and general expenses and 
estimated total annual tax levies and tax rates for all 
District purposes for the fiscal years 1967-68 through 
1971-72 are shown in the tabulation set forth on the 
preceding page. 

The schedules of bond issuance, debt service re- 


quirements, and tax rates set forth herein relate to the 
issuance of the presently authorized $792,000,000 
General Obligation Bonds. As indicated previously 
herein, it now appears that the construction costs of the 
System may exceed the proceeds of such authorized 
bonds available for construction by as much as $151, 
224,000. In its recently released policy statement, the 
District expressed its intention to construct a complete 
rapid transit system and, at the present time, does not 
plan to seek authorization for the issuance of additional 
General Obligation Bonds. However, no representation 
is made that at a future date such additional authori- 
zation may not be sought, by placing before the voters 
a proposition for the issuance of additional bonds. 


Supporting structures are in place for the Bay Area Rapid Transit District's 
San Leandro Station on the Southern Alameda County Line. The cleared area 
will be used for narking by BART’s patrons. 
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Walkways , grassy areas and a variety of trees and ground cover are elements of the Bay Area Rapid Transit District's 
landscaping program along the Diablo Test Track aerial structure near Walnut Creek. A 2. 7 -mile segment of aerial structure is 
being landscaped in similar fashion under a Federal demonstration grant in the cities of Albany and El Cerrito.
